UP)—A new ultra-violet floodlight 
which promises to curb flu, the' 
common colds of winter Indoors 
and more dangerous air-born djs- 
eases was set up today for "field" 
tests on human beings. 


The light was developed at the 


Harvard school of Public health 
by William F. and M. W. Wells. 
It kills flu virus and other dis- 
ease bacteria. 
It 
was ready 
today 
to 
be 


switched on for the first time, 
setting up a "barrier" of invisi- 
ble light across the middle of a 
hospital corridor. The barrier di- 
vides the Infectious disease In one 
wing of the hospital from those 
In the other. 
Nurses can walk 


through 
it, but infections can't 


float through. 


The 
floodlights have been In- 


stalled also in surgical operating 
rooms In two large eastern cities. 
They fill the uuper portion ,of the 
room, above the surgeons' heads, 
with the germ killing rays. 


In a third eastern 
city, 
the 


lights soon will be placed In a 
hospital babies room. 
They will 


fill 
the air above the 
Infants' 


cribs and the 
nurses 
without 


touching the occupants with the 
dark beams. 
The "infector," the size of two 


superimposed, clenched 
fists of 


dark metal, sprays germs Into 
the air. 
The "infectee," 
resem- 


bling a small old-fashioned churn, 
breathes In the germs. 


When the ultra-violnt lights are 


on, in any position, these two ro- 
bot measure and standardize the 
germ killing effects.

(Spl.)—There is In no nation a bet- 
ter example of the prodigal wast* 
of natural resources than l» to be 
found In the United States, Presi- 
dent T. O. Walton of Texas A. and 
M. College said In an address here 
on the conservation of Texas re- 
sources. His address was one of a 
series arranged 
for the current 


scholastic year by the Texaa Co- 
operative Wild Life Service. 


The last frontier In the United 


States has been opened and the 
time Is past when tho problems of 
soil depletion, exhausted timber, 
mineral and game can be solved by 
moving on to new and virgin coun- 
try, he said. 
"Much of the acreage under the 


plow Is producing smaller returns 
each year or has become so de- 
pleted of soil fertility that cannot 
be cultivated Iqnger with profit. In 
the future agriculture in the Unit- 
ed States must be given over to 
such crops as will prove most pro- J^ 
ductlve and bring the largest re- T 
turns If the situation Is to be im- 
proved. 
Population Increase Near End 
"We are approaching what many 


statisticians regard as the end of 
population Increase. Land values 
cannot be greatly Increased through 
population growth. The nation's re- 
sources must be used upon a basis 
that will assure 
their continued 


productivity upon a profitable basis 
or we cannot look to the land for 
capital Increments. In the place of 
careless expansion and the exploi- 
tation of resources, ,we must care- 
fully husband and conserve such 
resources as we have left. 


"It has been estimated that three 


billions of tons of soil are lost from 
fields and pastures each year and 
In turn this loss has been estimated 
at four hundred million dollars an- 
nually.
